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WE MUST HAVE PARKING 


As the Recorper was going to press last night, the most 
important problem facing the city was being discussed at a 
meeting of businessmen and chamber of commerce directors in 


the civic center. 

That problem is the one that scuttled the much-battered 
master plan: How to secure more parking space for customers 
of Menlo Park’s downtown shopping. district. 

Many residents of the city, who are not in business locally, 
naturally will dispute our statement that parking is of concern to 
the city as a whole. “That’s for the merchants to worry about,” 
they say. 

But parking concerns every resident of this city. 

Without more parking, Menlo Park's. fine shopping section 
cannot hope to maintain the quality of its service or the pros- 
perity of its business when faced with the competition that soon 
will pop up on all sides. 

Without an attractive and prosperous shopping district, the 
value of every piece of property in the city would suffer. Nothing 
could more damage the residential advantages of this city than a 
business district gone to seed. 

Those who now feel that parking is none of their concern, 
avould find themselves deeply concerned when real estate values 
throughout the city hit the skids. 

As we said many times during the master plan debates, a 
project that is needed for the good of the community must not 
be rammed through at: the expense of injustice to individuals. 
But what some may have considered “unjust” prices for their 
property at that time must be weighed against value losses they 
—as well as the community—face if the business district suffers. 

We do not at the time of this writing know the outcome of 
Jase night’s meeting. We hope that facts and figures were laid on 
the iable and that every businessman present was convinced of the 
need for the parking and of the direct value of it to his business. 

A preliminary survey of possibilities seems to indicate that 
the cost of the project, if worked out fairly and equitably for all, 
would not be too high a price to pay for encouraging more money 
to be spent in Menlo Park and insuring the future prosperity of 
our shopping district. 

It is time for action now.

It has become evident that a 
bond issue will be necessary to 
finance this program, as the city, 
though in a strong cash position 
from .an_ operating standpoint, 
does not have a surplus permitting 
4 large investment in permanent 
improvements. The ‘plan is. to 
place such a bond issue on the 
municipal ballot at the regular el- 
ection in April. 

This eleetion must be held in all 
events for the election of council- 
men, so no additional cost will be 
incurred by having the bond elec- 
tion simultaneously. 

Boucher has been working 
with the people involved in the 
various neighborhoods where 
parks are now, or are to be lo- 
cated, to gain general agree- 
ment as to what facilities should 
be provided. 

This process is now completed, 
and he is shortly to have a cost 
breakdown. for the program. The 
council will then be in a position 
| to determine whether the cost of 
the complete. program should be 
raised in the bond issue, or whe-

be so provided, with the balance 
| to come out of the tax rate over 
a period of years.

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Indoor Plants Will Perk Up After Season Indoors if Proper Care Is Given Them 


By TERRY LEE 
While outside plants are thriv- 
ing from sufficient watering and 
bathing, the poor house plant is 


| suffering from too much heat, dry 


air and dust-clogged pores. 

It probaby needs 
soil and fertilizer, too. The indoor 
gardener should not feel slighted 
iif house plants known for their 
flowers fail to bloom. It is much 
better during the winter to con- 
centrate on foliage plants that 
will often thrive in the darkest, 
and most overheated room. 

Topping the list of tolerant 
house plants are the dracaenas, 
well known for their bright 
green, sword-shaped leaves that 
are often spotted or banded 
with white. 

Peperonias are among the most 
attractive of the smaller growing 
plants, with waxy leaves that are 
glossy green and sometimes rich- 
ly striped with silver bands. Fit- 
tonia is also good, and has leaves 
that resemble green plush bear- 
ing a network of white veins.
